NEW GARAGE AT PHIBSBOROUGH. 


The new garage and petrol filling station 
opened by Messrs. Doran Bros. at Great 
Western square, North Circular road, Phibs- 
fills a much-needed want to 
motorists in the district. It has been erected 
and equipped on the most modern and up- 
to-date lines, occupying a plct of ground on 
the eastern side of North Circular road, and 
having a frontage to same of 137 feet and 
185 feet in depth along side road, and the 
rear faces another road to the extent of 149

Ez (By ROSAMUND STEPHEN.) 


Is September, 1731, an attractive young 
-& widow waited at Chester for a favour- 
“able wind to take her across the Irish 
Channel to her friends in Dublin. Her 
name then was Mary Pendarves, but we 
remember her by the name of her second 
husband, and call her Mrs. Delany. She 
Stayed at Chester long enough to meet 
eéveral acquaintances, and to join them 
in the mild amusements of “ working, 
reading, walking, and, in the evening, a 
poo! at picket,’’ but, with the splendours 
of eighteenth century Dublin before her, 
she tells her sister that she goes neither to 
assemblies nor plays, as ‘‘ we do not 
think it worth our while to shine at 
Chester.” And, indeed, when the winds 
allow the Pretty Bessy to cross to Ireland, 
it is a gay and glittering scene that Mrs. 
Pendarves's letters set before us. Sho 
went to Ireland as the guest of Bishop 
and Mrs. Clayton, and, according to the 
splendid hospitality of those days, the 
visit lasted for a year and a half. There 
was some talk of her return to England 
at the end of a year. After staying with 
the Claytons for six months she considered 
the question of her return to her mother, 
and to the adored sister to whom her 
letters are addressed. ‘‘ Prudence pleads 
strongly for my staying here till spring; 
love draws me away this summer. I know 
which would get the better if I was quite 
at liberty, but the Bishop interferes, and 
swears (as much as a Bishop may) that I 
shall not go till spring.’’ Well for the 
Bishop that he did not live to see the 
days of motors and week-ends. 


MR. BARNARD’S RAILLERIES. 


Being settled for a visit of comfortable 
duration, Mrs. Pendarves proceeded to 
lose her heart to Ireland, not all at once, 
but in the more fatal form of little by 
little. In September, 1731, a few days 
after her arrival, she says: ‘‘ as for the 
generality of people that I meet with here 
they are much the same as in England— 
a mixture of good and bad.” By 
November she has become more 
enthusiastic: ‘‘ Mr. Barnard was here last 
night; he is very conceited and silly. He 
jeered me extremely upon liking Ireland, 
and had he been an Englishman I should 
have thought him very rude for saying 
go many disobliging things of a place 
where I am so civilly treated.” Again a 
month passes, and in December she says: 
““ Last Monday Mr. Bernard gave a ball; 
the wretch did not think fit to invite me. 
and I was not sorry; for I have a great 
distaste to him, he is so intolerably 
affected; and he thinks to recommend 
* humself to me by rallying Ireland and all 
_its diversions. I have too much gratitude 
to find fault with anything that treats me 
kindly, were there room for it, but I 
protest I never was in a place that more 
deservedly claims my good word than this I 
amnowin.’’ Poor Mr. Bernard, or Barnard 
(for she spells the name both ways) ; he 
had his limitations, no doubt, but we 
must feel grateful to him for the judge- 
mént on Ireland which his criticisms 
called out.

Mrs. Pendarves was particularly struck 
with Stephen’s Green. ‘‘I think it may 
be preferred justly to any square in 
London, and it is a great deal larger than 
Lincoln’s Inn Fields.” About this she 
speaks with some authority, as she made 
a rule of walking three times round the 
Green “‘every day that is ,tolerable.’’ To 
do this is to walk ‘‘ two English miles,” 
which statement should enable the reader 
to decide at a glance how far we go 
according to our present measurements 
when, as so often happens, we cross the 
Green from corner to corner. Mrs. 
Pendarves was also greatly pleased with 
Phenix Park, which in those days 
contained ‘‘a delightful wood in the 
midst of which is a ring where the beaux 
_and belles resort in fine weather.”’ 

Handel had not come to Dublin during 
Mrs. Pendarves’s visit there, but music 
was not neglected. She often speaks of 
going to “‘concerts of music,” as they 
were called, and on November 22nd, Saint 
_ Cecilia had a truly heroic co:nmemoration 

of her day at Saint Patrick’s Cathedral. 
Mrs. Pendarves says: “ We were there 
in the greatest crowd I ever saw. We 
went at ten and stayed till four.’’ It is 
not quite clear whether the Festival was 
over at four o'clock, or whether Mrs. 
Pendarves and her friends came away to 
prepare for a ball that same evening, for 
which they were ‘‘ equipped ’’ by seven.

Ulster of the Welcomes. 


Some of those who have found their way 
through the towns of Ulster on a Sunday 
must have sympathised with the comments 
passed upon the sort of treatment meted 
out to n po by hotel proprietors in the 
Northern Parliament the other day. The 
fear of being suspected of a breach of the 
licensing laws seems to have entered like 
iron into the brains of some of the 
Northern Aételiers. A friend tells me 
that he had recently a piquant experience 
in this connection. In the course of a 
motor tour he had covered some forty 
miles when the combination of hunger an‘ 
a town ted him to pull up about mid- 
day outside what appeared to be the chief 
hotel of the place. Above the portal in 
Gaelic characters he read ‘‘Cead mille 
failte,’’ but the doors themselves presented 
to him an immovable face of yellow 
varnish.

He rang the 
bell. After some minutes the lock was 
turned and there was the noise of the 
drawing of bolts. Soon one door opened 
slowly on a chain for am inch or two, and 
an anxicus pair of &eye scanned the 
impatiént guest. First he was told, before 
he had time to put a word in at all, that 
he could not be served with a drink; he 
cisclaimed the desire, and asked what 
about a meal. Somewhat grudgingly it 
was confessed that the hotel could, 
perhaps, manage some cold meat. He was

Some of the by-roads in County Dublin 
have been treated in a way that is trying 
the tempers of the pedestrians severely, 
though it must have raised the spirits of 
the cobblers correspondingly.

Green Peas. 


Few, perhaps, would readily associate 
the humble green pea with romance, but 
in Devonshire they have a proverb, 
“Winter time for shoeing, peascod time 
for wooing,” and there are a number of 
lovers’ superstitions associated with the 
vegetable. It is reckoned a good omen, for 
instance, for a swain to pluck and open 
a peascod without disturbing the peas in 
the operation, while the maid who finds a 
od with nine peas in it is counselled to 
bá it above the lintel of her door, when 
the first man to cross the threshold will 
become her husband. In Scotland lads and 
lassies used to boil a number of peascods 
unopened, all save one, in which a bean 
was inserted. The one who found the bean 
in his or her portion was regarded as 
destined to be the first to marry. 


Reading the Cups. 


I suppose some of those people in rural 
districts who pretend to read the future 
by examining the tea leaves in cups would 
be shocked to learn that this kind of 
fortune-telling had its origin in a form 
of devil-worship. Divination by cups was 
a common practice among the ancient 
Egyptians, who threw pieces of gold and 
silver leaf in a cup of water, in which 
also were placed certain precious stones, 
with characters engraved on them. The 
infernal powers were then invoked, and 
replied, either by sepulchral voices, cr 
by an arrangement of the gold and silver 
leaves in the cup to form a representation 
of the person inquired about. The modern 
necromancers of the tea cups are fortunate 
in so far as the powers who preside over 
these mysteries choose to answer through 
the pattern of the tea leaves, rather than 


with their authentic voices.

SCHOOL CHILDREN IN

The first annual session of the twenty- 
first Synod of the Diocese of Meath was 
held ín the Synod Hall, Christ Church 
lace, Dublin, yesterday. The Most Rev. 
Dr. Orr, Bishop of Meath, presided, and 
there ‘was a good attendance of clergy and 
lay representatives. ; 

The President nominated His Honor Judge 
Moore as ssessor.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The President, who was received with 
applause, referred in touching terms to the 
deaths which occurred since the previous 
Synod of the Very Rev. Dean Craig, Sir 
Ní ugent, Everard, Bart., and Major Preston. 
He extended greetings to the new Dean, 
who, he said, would carry on worthily the 
great traditions associated with the ancient 
name of Clonmacnoise. Nas ro 

On turning to the report of the Diocesan 
Council, they found the cheering information 
that the accumulated debt on assessments, 
which was troubling them so much, had been 
reduced from more than £2,000 to less than 
£1,000. That happy result was due to the 
scheme for debt reduction initiated b 
Colonel Cairnes and Mr. Mathews, in whic 
nearly all the parishes concerned co-operated. 
It was encouraging to note that there was 
an increase o 8457 in contributions to 
assessment as compared with the previous 
year. All the other funds were in a sound 
condition. 

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. . 

The Board of Education continued its quiet, 
but most necessary, work. There appeared 
to be a slight increase in the number of 
children attending their elementary schools. 
He hoped that that meant that parents were 
beginning to realise a little more the im- 
portance of sending their children to our own 
schools. He knew that that was practically 
impossible in some cases owing to distances, 
but he was convinced that, with a little 
sacrifice on the part of the parents, and a 
little more of the spirit of loyalty to their 
Church, more might be done in this matter. 
At their last Synod a resolution was passed 
asking the Board of Education to consider 
whether, out of the funds at its disposal, it 
could do anything towards financing the con- 
veyance of children attending schools not 
under their management into central schools 
of their own. The Board examined the whole 
matter most thoroughly at a special meeting, 
and reluctantly cama to the conclusion that 
it had no funds at its disposal in any sense 
adequate for such a purpose. By é the 
greater part oí the balance under the control 
of the Board belonged to the Preston School, 
and, of course, could only be used for that 
school. The General Synod had asked its 
Board of Education to consider whether a 
fund could be raised for that purpose through- 
out the whole Church. e result was 
awaited. It would be ungenerous not to 
acknowledge that the Ministry of Education 
had shown a readiness to help them in this 
matter, but the necessary conditions were not 
easy of fulfilment. They had cases in which 
such help is being given, and they were 
negotiating about others. 

He would like to see the circulation 
of the Diocesan Magazin# greatly increased. 
The magazine was not only a means 
of publishing diocesan news, but was also a 
much-needed bond of union between tho 
widely-scattered parishes of the diocese. 


A GRAVE DANGER. 

Owing to the smallness of their numbers in 
the Southern dioceses, there was & grave 
danger lest they should despair of the 
usefulness of their Church, and lest they 
should lose the sense of their mission in this 
land of theirs. Some of those who felt that 
had recently set on foot a “Southern Church 
men's Fellowship,’’ the object of which was to 
bind together in prayer and service the 
members of their Church, especially those in 
isolated places, and give them, so far as such 
a feliowship could do it, a renewed sense of 
the solidarity and responsibility of their 
Church in Ireland. As one piece of definite 
home work on which to concentrate their 
prayers and service, they had inaugurated a: 
Southern mission in the parish of Ballyma- 
carrett, Belfast. He believed that this 
movement might be potentially a means of 
great blessing to their Church as a whole, 
both North and South, It might help to 
give them in the South a new outlook, a 
new sense that God had work for them to 
do in Ireland still. 

It might not be presumptuous to think that 
the diocese of Meath, which was situated in 
the centre of Iveland, might well form a 
connecting link between North and South. 
The unity of the Church was a thing which 
they should preserve at all costs. Political 
changes should not be allowed to divide them. 
Governments might come and go, but the 
Church would remain. He wondered how 
many different kinds of Governments there 
had been in Ireland since St. Patrick’s day, 
and yet the Church had gone on, and, please 
God, would go on. (Applanse.) 

The President referred at some length to 
missionary work, and, in concluding his 
address, spoke of the Lambeth Conference, 
which would sit next month, and he asked 
for the prayers of the people that God wouid 
guide the deliberations of the Conference. 

The Ven. the Archdeacon of Meath, Very 
Rev. the Dean of Meath and Mr. J. H. 
Nicholson were elected diocesan nominators. 

THE FINANCIAL REPORT. 

Moving the adoption of the report of the 
Diocesan Council and statement of accounts, 
Lieutenant-Colonel T. A. E. Cairnes said 
that, as money values had changed, the 
sources from which the Church derived its 
income had also changed. Many of their 
large supporters had gone, and, as a result 
of high taxation on land, high estate and 
death duties, and, perhaps, the high cost 
of living, it was more difficult for the Church 
to maintain its income than it was in the 

ast. The clergy, he felt sure, found it very 

ard to live up to the standard which their 

status imposed on them. The Finance Com- 
mittee had been taking every stgp in its 
power to stave off any loss of income, and 
they had been urging parishes to do the 
same. The Diocesan Stipend Fund had a 
credit balance of £1,308, as compared with 
£119 for the previous, year, and the arrears 
of assessment of parishes had been réduced 
from £2,500 to £1,048 during the twelve 
months. 

It was hoped that the financial arrange- 
ments of all parishes were being placed on as 
sound a footing as was possible, and the 
Council asked that the determined effort of 
1929 be continued with a view to reduction 
of the debt of £1,048. While the financial 
position of the diocese was satisfactory, it 
was necessary for all to keep active, and use 
foresight to assure a steady improvement in 
the position. 

The Archdeacon of Meath, who seconded, 
said that it was the best financial report that 
had been placed before the Synod since he 
entered the diocese. ° : 

The report was adopted. 

On a motion by the Rev. T. Anderson, that 
the report of the Meath Diocesan Board of 
Education be adopted, 

The Rev, H. E. D. Oswald referred to the 
attendance of Protestant children at Catholic 
schools, and said that the atmosphere must 
affect them. He knew of cases where these 
children had been kept in the schools while 
Catholic Catechism was bein taught, and 
he felt sure that if a Catholic child were 
kept in while Protestant instruction was 

ng given in a Protestant school, there 
would be a fuss made. 

The report was adopted. 


PROTESTANT CHARITIES. 

The reports of the Diocesan Board of 
Missions and Charities and of the Diocesan 
Temperance Committee were also adopted. 

On the Missions report, 

The Rev. H. Oswald urged that. the 
diocese should support distinctly Protestant 
charities. Many of the hospitals in Dublin 
had recently decided to wipe off debts by 
means of swéepstakes. Other hospitals in the 
city had no intention of doing so, and these 
were the Protestant hespitals, and he felt 
that they should not suffer for their stand.

COMPULSORY GAELIC, 
TO THE EDITON OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sir,—I have been revisiting for a short time 
Ireland, the land of my birth and of my 
earliest affection. My business obliges me to 
travel in many lands, and enables me to meet 
Irishmen and women livmg and working far 
from the old country. 
It was, therefore, with great interest that 
I read the reports of recent speeches in the 
Dail concerning the teaching of, and in, the 
Gaelic language, and of the backwardness in 
knowledge in other and more useful subjects 
displayed by the children, due, apparently, to 
the time and effort they are forced to give to 
learning Irish. : 

I have talked to many parents, and I have 
found not five per cent. desirous of the con 
tinuance of this compulsion. ' 

I know nothing of Irish politics, or of what 
g0es on behind the secret veil in high places ; 
but whatever is the power forcing the con 
pulsory study of Irish in the schools, tha 
power is, undoubtedly, doing the children : 
Ireland a grievous wrong. The men who do 
so. whatever they may say, and however 
enthusiasticaily Insh they may think they are, 
are not true patriots. 

The true Irish patriot is he who desires the 
children of Ireland to receive such a sound 
and husiness-like education that they «ar 
compete with—aye, and beat-—the children o! 
other lands when they go forth to make the 
ways in the world. 

It is apparent that the present system 
instruction requires revision.

On the motion for a vote of £316,156 to 
defray the expenses of the Department of 
Agriculture, the debate, which was adjourned 
last Friday, was resumed by 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford), who moved 
au amendment that the estimate be referred 
back for re-consideration. He said that he 
found no indication in the estimate of what 
the policy of the Department was in regard 
to transport, seó a and external. ere 
must be something wrong with the marketing 
svstem for [Irish butter and eggs when they 
did not fetch as high a price in the English 
market as the produce of Denmark and other 
countries. It was the duty of the Depart- 
ment to give these commodities some Sole, 
and also to see that the Cattle Traders’ As- 
soMation received some encouragement in 
their business. 

On the 4th June last Irish Free State eggs 
were quoted at tls. 3d., as compared with 
12s. ód. for the same class of eggs from 
Northern Ireland. It was hard to understand 
how that difference occurred. He asked the 
Department to find ont the defects in market- 
ing Free State eggs. 


INTERESTING STATISTICS. 

During the last year they had had issued, 
perhaps, one of the most useful publications 
on agriculture. It dealt with the total out- 
put of agriculture in the Free State for the 
year 1926. According to that the gross total 
was £04,757,000. Against that they had to 
charge £6,559,000 for imported feeding stufts, 
£1,501,000 for fertilisers, £689,000 for 
seeds, £3,250,000 for land annuities, 
£1,500,000 rent on unpurchased land; rates 
£2,250,000, and £1,500,000 for machinery and 
tools, making a total charge of £17,049,000, 
which, taken from the gross, left £47,708,000. 

They were told that the agricultural com- 
munity itself consumed £23,070,000 worth, so 
that the actual amount of cash left to the 
agricultural community after paying all these 
charges was £24,64/,000. The amount of 
revenue collected in the same year was 
£25,000,000. The agricultural output was 70 
per cent., whilst the industrial output was 
30 per cent. From these returns it would 
be natural to assume that the farming com- 
munity contributed 174 millions to taxation. 


1.4.0.8. CRITICISED. 

The policy of the Minister in relying on 
grass to give as good value as tillage was 
altogether wrong, and they were losing 
enormously in output and production by 
grass instead of tillage. 

Mr. MAGUIRE (F.F., Leitrim-Sligo), refer- 
ring to the grant: to the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society, said that he could not 
understand why the operations of the organisa 
tion, in view of the grant, should not come 
under the réview of the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General.. This was regarded as a 
semi-official organisation, and in many places 
it had been most detrimental to the agri- 
cultural industry. Many of the ventures 
established through it or through its agencies 
had failed. The time had come when it should 
be taken overas a Department of the Ministry 
and placed under direct control. The 
Minister’s optimism in regard to the 
organisetion of the creameries had not been 
borne cut by the facts. 

Mr. KENT (F.F., Cork E.) said that the 
bonuses paid to officials in receipt of high 
salaries had been given in war time to meet 
the high cost of living, and were not justified 
now. 


WHY BELFAST GETS BEST MEN. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Government, Dublin 8.) 
said that he had noticed in the estimates a 
great inequality in the salaries that were paid 
to officials. He saw no reason for wiping 
out the bonuses, especially of the smaller 
salaries. In the lower grades there were men 
doing important work, and they deserved to 
be better paid. 

He mentioned the veterinary staff in this 
connection. Some of them were “'un- 
established '” after twelve or fourteen years’ 
service, and were not secure of pension rights. 
Belfast had taken some of the best officials 
from Dublin because the Northern Govern- 
ment paid them better salaries than they 
were receiving here. 

He knew that the Minister for Agriculture 
was appreciative of good officials, and he 
bcped that the Department of Finance would 
not me any obstacle in that Minister's way 
in the matter of retaining the services of 
competent and able officials. How long would 
the Minister be able to retain the services of 
competent veterinary surgeons at the low 
salary of £200 a year? 

Another thing that he objected to was the 
penalisation of bachelors. Many men had 
remained bachelors because they had to sup- 
port a mother er sister, and could not afford 
to marry on the small salaries they were paid 
by the Government. It was not to the credit 
of the Department that there should be that 
victimisation and stigmatisation of officials. 
Mr. HASLETT (Idpt., Monaghan) said that 
tillage alone would not pay the farmer. The 
use of fresh seed from time to time would 
do a great deal to improve all kinds of crops. 
The only hope for Irish butter, he said, was 
through the creameries. He thoroughly en- 
dorsed the work of the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Mr. COBURN (National League; Louth) 
said that something should be done to assist 
the farmers of Cooley in getting the potatoes 
which they had in stock off their hands. 


WEST CORK’'S EXAMPLE. 

Mr. SHEEHY (Govt., Cork, W.) said that 
as a close student of the work of the Minister 
for Agriculture, to his mind no man could 
d>.it better than the Minister was doing it. 

The Deputy invited members of the Upposi- 
tion to come down to West Cork and he 
would show them what real patriotism was, 
and he could also show Dr, ea what real 
farming was. 

Mr. GORRY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) said he 
hoped that the importation of foreign oats, 
whether from Germany or elsewhere, would 
not be continued in the future. The farmers 
in tillage areas, who were hard pressed, would 
be willing to supply corn, instead of it being 
imported. 

e did not agree with what Deputy Maguire 
had said about the Irish Agricultural Urga- 
nisation Society. It had its faults, but, as 
far as creameries were concerned, he could 
pay a tribute to its efficiency in organisation. 


THE MINISTER’S REPLY. 


Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
in replying, said that on the matter of 
abortion the Department had as much infor- 
mation as any other country, and research 
work was being carried on here as in other 
countries. The only effective steps that 
could be taken to deal with tuberculosis weve 
being taken by the Department, namely, to 
make it worth the farmers’ while to report 
tubercular cases. Tuberculosis was not 
nearly so serious a problem in this country 
as in others, where cattle were in-fed to a 


was the same as in Northern Ireland, but the 
inaximum salary here was £50 less. 

Dr. HENNESSY said that the scale in 
a Ireland was from £250, rising to 
£450. 

Mr. HOGAN said that the maximum, with 
bonus, was £565. 

“THE BACKBONE OF THE COUNTRY.” 

Fasily the most sensible speech had been 
made by Deputy Sheehy, who had pointed ont 
what excellent things farmers could do tor 
themselves, and they could do far more jor 
themselves than the Department could do. 
Until that point got well down into the 
farmers of the country no real progress could 
ve made in agriculture. Deputy Sheehy spode 
for a number of farmers, sixty per cent. of 
whom did mixed farming, produced cattle, 
pigs, sheep, and carried on an intensive 
system of farming. 3 
“These farmers were the backbone of the 
country, and were doing more for themselves 
than the Department could do. There would 
be ns real progress in agriculture until the 
rest of the farmers did the same. 

The proposal to refer the vote back was 
defeated by 65 votes to 42, and the estimate 


was carried. 


THE NATIONAL LOANS. 


> 


On the report stage of the Finance Bill, 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.) drew 
attention to Section 20, by which, he said, 
the Minister, in fulfilment of the terms on 
which the Third National Loan had been 
issued, was given authority to accept stock 
in that loan at par value in discharge of 
death duties. The Minister had stated that 
that privilege would cost about £6,000 per 
annum. He (Mr. MacEntee) estimated that, 
capitalised, it would cost £268,000, for which 
the State would get nothing. This privilege 
would cause people to transfer from the First 
and Second National Loans to the Third 
National Loan, and the result would be that 
the 45 per cent. Loan would appreciate in 
the market, and the 5 per cent. Loan would 
corresponding] depreciate. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that the examination made by his advisers 
did not produce results that agreed with the 
deputy’s anticipations. He did not think 
there would be any such sum required to be 
advanced from the Exchequer. He himself 
believed that before the lapse of any great 
period nothing would be required at all, as 
the price of the Third National Loan went 
up and was quoted at par. 

The report stage was carried without a 
division, and the final stage was fixed for 
Friday next. 


LABOURERS’ COTTAGES. 


- 


In moving the second reading of the 
Labourers’ Rill, 1930, 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Loca] Go- 
vernment and Public Health, said that 
under the Act of 1887 money borrowed for 
labourers’ cottages and houses for the work- 
ing classes was included as part of the 
debt that had to be taken into account when 
estimating the borrowing powers of local 
authorities. Under the Act of 1908 money 
borrowed for building houses for the 
working classes by urban councils was re- 
moved from the scope of the Act, but the 
position remained the same in the case of 
other local authorities. 

The resultant position was that in the 
case of rather important works, where drain- 
age and sewerage were required, such as in 
towns where there were Town Com- 
missioners and not urban councils, the limit 
of borrowing was exhausted, or very nearly 
exhausted, because of the fact that money 
borrowed for labourers’ cottages was taken 
into account. This bill proposed to put 
the position in regard to labuaties’ cottages 
on the same plane as houses for the work- 
ing classes. 

fr. O'KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) agreed 
that the restriction referred to was one that 
ought to have been removed long ago. He 
hoped that a result of the bill would be to 
expedite the building of labourers’ cottages. 

BORROWING ENGLISH MONEY. 

Mr. MURPHY (Labour, West Cork) said 
that the real restriction was not to be found 
in the reason given by the Minister, but in 
the refusal of the Department to provide 
money to initiate schemes of rural housing. 
Local authorities were forced to go to the 
banks, which would only give them money 
for ten or fifteen years. He mentioned by 
contrast the case of the North Tipperary 
Board of Health, which had obtained money 
for a scheme of rural housing in Roscrea 
from an English insurance company on a 
sixty-year term at five per cent.—a term 
which neither the Minister nor his Depart- 
ment was in a position to give them. 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that the Minister should have a <e- 
finite policy to put before the House. At 
the forthcoming conference which the Minis- 
ter had called, he should take the oppor- 
tunity to put a strong case before the local 
bodies who had been very backward in the 
matter of rural housing, and should point 
out to them that this was work of the utmost 
importance, which must be done immediately. 

ANOTHER BILL FORESHADOWED. 

Mr. EVERETT (Labour, Wickiow) said 
that the real reason the Minister had intro- 
duced the bill was that he had found that a 
number of local bodies had exhausted their 
borrowing powers, and were prevented from 
going on with waterworks and sewerage 
schemes. Thet was the real reaspn, and not 
because he was interested in the housing of 
rural workers. 

Mr. MULCAHY, replying, said that be- 
fore 1906 there were 20,356 cottages erected. 
Before March 3ist, 1927, the number built 
was 42,189, and on March Slst, 1930, the 
number of cottages built, or provided for, 
was 42,303. When they approached the 
question of building labourers’ cottages 
there were restrictions in the way, and it 
was possible that the question would have 
to be dealt with in a general bill before 
long. 

The second reading was passed, and the 
Committee stage was fixed for Friday. 


REMISSION OF RATES. 


Mr. MULCAHY moved the second stage 
of the Local Government (Amendment) Bill, 
1930. He said that its purpose was to extend 
from lat October, 1930, to 1st October, 1955, 
the period in respect of which for new build- 
ings remission of rates to the extent of two- 
thirds would be given. 

The second stage passed. 


DUBLIN COMMERCIAL 
REGISTER. 


CONDEMNED BY LABOUR AND 


FIANNA FAIL. 


Mr. MULCAHY then moved the second 
reading of the Electoral (Dublin Commercial) 
Bill, 1930. 

The Minister said that the measure made 
provision for the setting up of a commercial 
register in connection with the Dublin 
municipal elections. The register would be 
prepared only in the years in which an elec- 
tion would be held, and after it was first com- 
piled it would be formed in the ordinary way 
by a house-to-house «anvass. On the occasion 
of the first register, however, it would be 
formed through notice in the Press to persons 
eligible to make claims to be placed on the 
register. 

tr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) said that 


the most objectionable feature of the bill was 
the provision for postal voting. He could sce 
no reason for such a provision in the bill, and 
postal voting was subject to abuse. At the 
General Election in 1927 the ballot papers 
of a number of Fianna Fail voters were not 
delivered. 

Mr. MULCAHY—When did you make any 
complaint about that? 

Mr. LEMASS—In this House. During one 
of my own elections a postman came to me 
and offered me twenty-seven voting papers, 
asking me if I would not like to have them 
to vote for myself. I did not take them, 
suspecting a Cumann na nGaedheal plot— 
(laughter)—but, at any rate, they must have 
reachad me, as I had twenty-seven postal 
votes returned for me. (Laughter.) 


WELCOME FOR PRESIDENT 
COSGRAVE. 


As Mr. Lemass concluded, 

President COSGRAVE entered the 
House, and tock up his aceustomed seat. 

His entrance, after a long absence, 
owing to illness, was the occasion of a 
demonstration by the Government Party, 
the members of which stood up and 
warmly applauded him. 

ir. MULCAHY, in replying, said that the 
register of voters would be prepared at the 
earliest possible moment, and that the elec- 
tion of the Council would take place some 
time in next October. People should make 
their claims to be put on the register, and 
if there \-as not a generally wide claim to 
get registered it would be surprising, as his 

epartment was doing its best to see that 
the register was properly made up. They 
were arxious that everyone should vote, and 
that they should have every possible facility 
for doing so. He would not be averse from 
a general postal vote if he were satisfied 
that it would be effective in producing a good 
return. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) asked if 
a person who was qualified to apply for a 
commercial vote became a bankrupt, would 
that person be among those who would get 
more than one vote. 

BANKRUPTS ELICIBLE., 

Mr. «..JLCAHY said that bankruptcy was 
not a disqualification from exercising a vote 
or getting on the register. 

Mr. DAVIN—Is this to be a register for 
slum-owners and bankrupts? 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the deputy con- 
tinted to keep his ears stuffed against all 
that had beeen said about this register. 

The second reading was carried by 60 votes 


to 38. 
AFFORESTATION, 


. 


On a vote for £359,969 for forestry, 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that they had acqrired a total of 
44,000 acres for State afforestation, and nego- 
tiations: were in progress for the acyuisition 
of 10,000 acres more. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said that 
he did not think that any deputy in the 
House was satisfied that forestry was going 
on as satisfactorily as was desirable. The 
area under trees now was no more than when 
the Saorstat. was established. 

Mr. MURPHY (Lab., Cork W.) complained 
that sufficient information was not made 
avwweee regarding the work of the Depart- 
ment, 

Major WOLFE (Govt., Kildare) said that 
tree-planting on suitable ground would im- 
prove the appearance of the country and 
would provide employment. 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said that more 
than half the sum voted for the Forestry 
Department was expended on labour, and for 
that reason he urged the Executive Council to 
make greater use of afforestation in order to 
relieve unemployment. 

Mr. HOGAN said. that the policy of this 
Department was to plant 200,000 acres of 
timber, State-owned and State-controlled, at 
the rate of 4,000 acres a vear. With the 
finances at their disposal they could not go 
much faster. It should be remembered that 
land was not as easily available for forestry 
purposes as was thought. With a continuance 
of their programme, and with the Forestry Act 
in operation, he did not think that there was 
any need to worry. 

The estimate was passed. 


THE HOUSING BILL. 
Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go- 


vernment and Public Health, rose to propose 
bu second reading of the Housing Bill, 1930, 
when

An Economic Experiment. 


An experiment of the highest import- 
ance is being made in Germany. For 
some time past the growth of unemrloy- 
ment has been giving much anxiety to 
and workers alike. After 
several years of prosperity that was more 
apparent than real—for it was based on 
borrowed money—German industry has 
found its and large 
numbers of men and women have been 
thrown out of work. The Germans are 
intelligent people,. who realise that a 
system of wage reduction in itself can do 
very little to mend matters. 
place, the workers of Germany already ate 
paid very poorly, and, furthermore, a 
reduction of wages on a national scale 
could be enforced only with the greatest 
difficulty: The employers, recognising 
these facts, have made a proposal to their 
workers, which probably is unique in 
industrial. history. Wages will be 
reduced, but there will be a correspond- 
ing reduction in prices. A start is being 
made in the iron industry, Herr Steger- 
the Minister of Labour, has 
made binding an arbitration award, 
by virtue of which an average wage 
reduction of seven and a half 
per cent. will be accompanied. by a 
like reduction in prices, The price 
-yeduction may be even more than the 
wages ‘‘cut,’’ and it will come into 
operation a month earlier, so that there 
can be no question of an unfair deal for 
the workers.

At the beginning of the present month the 
number of workless persons in Great 
Britain was 1,775,100, or 674,975 more 
than it was twelve months ago. In Ger- 
many, however, the number i; 2,637,000. 
The ratio of unemployed to the total 
population in Britain is 1 in 25; in Ger- 
many it is 1 in 24. For several years the 
Germans were able to postpone the evil 
day by a process of inflation. While the 
mark was at a low figure everybody was 
)at work; for export prices were so low 
that the demand for German goods was 
greater than the available supply. This 
happy condition of affairs could not last, 
and when a policy of deflation w”s adopted 
there was an instant reaction. Now 
Germany is beginning to feel the pinch. 
The full weight of her reparation pay- 
ments is making itself felt, and her 
imposing facade of glittering prosperity 
is collapsing. The Germans are nothing 
if they are not practical. Instead of talk- 
ing about remedies for unemployment they 
are setting to work to find them. The 
latest scheme is not a panacea; but it 
certainly affords a wide basis for future 
action. If prices and wages are reduced 
part passu, a better situation soon will 
be created. The experiment in the iron 
trade will be watched closely by the 
workers in every other branch of German 
industry, and, if it succeeds, we may be 
sure that it will be adopted generally, Some 
200,000 men are involved. Their wages 
will be reduced according to a carefully 
graduated scale, in order that the heaviest 
burden shall fall on the shoulders of 
those who are able to bear it most easily. 
The unemployment problem throughout 
the world resolves itself into a question of 
standards. 
higher standard than before the war. 
Workers demand bigger wages; investors 
expect larger dividends ; employers require 
higher profits. This tendency is peculiar 
to no country. It is world-wide. The 
belief that higher standards can be 
enjoyed is a complete delusion. During 
the four and a half years of the war the 
accumulated capital of almost a century 
was dissipated. The world’s savings went 
up in smoke, and the future was mort- 
gaged heavily. Mankind must pay for its 
folly now. It is useless to say that this 
or that nation won the war; everybody 
must suffer. The economic structure of 
society is so highly complicated that no 
one country can be ruined without serious 
effects on all the others; and now, twelve 
years after the war, the people of Europe 
are beginning to realise that most of them 
have been living in a fool’s paradise. The 
extent of unemployment in a country may 
be regarded as a measure of that country’s 
failure to adjust itself to changed con- 
ditions. There will be no real improve- 
ment anywhere until people agree to 
accept lower standards all round, Take 
the case of Ireland. Both Irish States 
have been trying to maintain British 
standards since they obtained self-govern- 
ment. Neither would admit the fact that 
it could not afford such standards, with 
the result that industrial Belfast is in an 
exceedingly bad way, and the Free State 
farmer is in little better case. Wage 
reduction is necessary ; but it is only part 
of the solution. The Germans are experi- 
menting with another part—namely, price 
reduction, and if they succeed they will 
have made a most valuable contribution 


to Europe s progress.

The Tourist Season. 


Two Irish institutions—the Dublin Horse 
Show and the Ulster Tourist Trophy 
Race—already possess an international 
significance in the world of sport, and the 
Irish Grand Prix is in a fair way to rival 
them. Among these institutions the Horse 
Show draws thousands of visitors to 
Ireland, many of whom remain to sample 
the thrills of the newer event in the North. 
When the Irish Grand Prix attains the 
same international eminence as the Ulster 
race, Ireland’s summer attractions will 
equal, if they do not excel, those of any 
other country in Europe. There is every 
sign that this year will be a “ record ”’ 
tourist season for Ireland, if we may judge 
from the figures, which show that the 
influx of tourists has increased steadily 
within the past three years, and also 
from the fact that the whole Anglesea 
stand has been booked out already—two 
months before the Horse Show. The draw- 
ing power of these three great shows 
has been reinforced by the widespread 
campaign of the Irish Tourist Association 
and the transport companies for the 
advertising of Ireland as a tourists’ resort. 
As an example of their methods, we might 
mention that a pamphlet, designed to 
allure visitors from Germany, sets forth 
particulars of Irish tours in the German 
language, and it is likely that similar 
‘‘ folders ’’ in other languages will be 
scattered over Europe. England is 
honeycombed with ‘‘Com> to Ireland ”’ 
advertisements, and both the Free 
State and Northern Ireland loom large 
on the Briton’s touring map. Yet, 
while advertisement campaigns and our 
three great sporting events may draw 
visitors, they will not keep them here, to 
the benefit of their souls and the Irish 
purse, unless they are provided with 
comforts and amusements as good as those 
which they can obtain elsewhere. We have 
touched on the subject of hotels already. 
Much has been done to improve the accom- 
modation of tourists; much remains to 
be done; but the. common-sense or com- 
mercial instinct of hotel-keepers can be 
trusted sooner or later to see where their 
profit lies. Almost as urgent is the ques- 
tion of amusement. [Ireland possesses 
neither a Biarritz nor an Eastbourne, and 
for the present visitors do not expect the 
artificial amenities that such places afford. 
They expect, however, to obtain those 
pleasures for which they came. This 
island’s reputation as a tourist resort is 
being built upon its natural beauty, 
without which it cannot hope to compete 
with its sophisticated rivals. Hence 
the utmost care must be taken that our 
beauty spots shall be kept beaytiful, and 
shall not be spoiled by the essness of 


day trippers and picnic , the bill-

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stickers” lack of conscience or any act of 


vandalism. Reasonable entertainment in 
perfect surroundings will content the 
better type of tourist—for the present. 
When unsophisticated nature begins to 
pall on him the tourist companies will 
have a harder task. 


Dettingen, 


“ When the wages of all come up to be 
reckoned, 

There’s Dettingen down to George the 
Second.”’ 

The friend of Beau Brummel brought 
such odium on the pre-Victorian Georges 
that it is comforting to snatch, when we 
may, the smallest claim to honour from 
their dishonoured names. All the Georges 
were not like the * First Gentleman in 
Europe,” and, among them, George IL., 
unintelligent, gallant, honest, and would-be 
English, was a king of whom no English 
man need be ashamed. Thus, we are glad 
to learn that the battle of Dettingen is to 
be one of the chief scenes in the Aldershot 
Tattoo. Dettingen, although it may have 
been only a technical victory, was com- 
parable with Poictiers, Albuera, and— 
in modern times—Le Cateau. Marshal de 
Noailles outwitted the English king 
stragetically and caught him in what he 
termed a “ mouse-trap.’’ George realised 
that he was beaten, but determined to be 
undefeated. The Hanoverian on this 
supreme occasion appealed to the 
Plantagenet within himself rather than to 
the Guelph, and communicated his 
ardour to his troops. There were no 
strategy and no tactics on that day; 
collision took place. The King was con- 
cerned only by the need to carve his 
way out of the French encirclement. The 
ruies of the text books were confounded by 
the heroism of the troops, and the last 
King of England to command his army in 
the field secured a Pyrrhic victory when, 
according to the axioms of war, his defeat 
was inevitable. No: genius was here, only 
tradition and valour. Nevertheless, George 
II, was an honourable last exemplar of 
a great heritage, and his very lack of 
generalship was a suitable note to such an 
end. The vigour of a people is more 
than the greatness of an individual, and we 
salute the authorities who chose well 
when they chose Dettingen for the Tattoo,

Royal Ascot. 


A new grand stand, where all may 
obtain lunch and tea for the small price 
of six shillings, will be available this 
year at Ascot. In the case of any other 
race meeting this news would be of no 
consequence, but Ascot is sus generis. 
Tradition and its royal associations have 
given to it a pride of place that often 
has misled the uninformed. Ascot, 
essentially, is the exemplar of the British 
constant in sporting change. While the 
nations of Europe, according to ‘their 
lights, interpret the call of modern 
requirements in  Dictatorships’ and 
Soviets, Britain mingles, without effort, 
these discordant aspirations in the 
arena of public entertainment. No 
person who has nos made his or 
her bow at Court may enter the royal 
enclosure at Ascot; yet all: the world is 
welcome at the races. In other countries 
this anomaly would become a centre of 
political disputation. England, illogically 
but wisely, fails to notice that any 
peculiarity exists, and is conscious only 
that the mingling of the classes contributes 
to the enjoyment of a day, Indeed, it is 
probable that no other occasion in the 
country supplies so completely a real sense 
of the value of royalty to a democratic 
State. Last year the King, owing to his 
illness, was unable to drive, according to 
custom, to his place in the royal box, and 
a gloom was cast, not only over the 
members of the enclosure, but over the 
whole assemblage. This year the whole 
sporting element of the nation, without 
exception, looks forward to -.is presence, 
because it knows that thereon its full 
enjoyment of Ascot depends.

No fewer than twenty bills supported 
by the Government remain for considera- 
tion when Parliament is re-opened on June 
17th. Eight of these measures are before 
Standing Committees, and slow progress 
is being made with them. The Finance 
Bill is in Committee of the whole House, 
however, “and has amendments to the 
extent of thirty-two pages of the Order 
Paper still awaiting consideration. When 
the House resumes on Tuesday next thie 
Prime Minister will be asked what he in- 
tends to do about Government business, 
and whether he will drop some of the 
many measures. With the near approach 
of the summer holidays it is possible that 
more rapid progress may be made with 
the bills than at the moment seems proh- 
able, and progress will be necessary i{ 
Parliament is to rise at the end of July. 


Trouble in the Labour Party. 


As soon as the Whitsuntide recess is 


over the Government is likely to be faced 


with a demand from the right wing of 
the Labour Party that the Trades 
Disputes Act of 1927 shall be repealed at 
the earliest possible moment. It may be 
recalled that the Prime Minister and Myr. 
Henderson already have explained to the 
General Council of the Trades Union Con- 
gress why the Act cannot be repealed 
immediately; the reason assigned was 
that 1t makes the “ sympathetic ” strike 
illegal. Mr. Macdonald is said to hold the 
view that the House of Commons cannot 
be induced to give up this safeguard 
against a general strike, and there the 
matter rests. The right wing, however, is 
determined to press for an amendment of 
the Act, even. if it cannot secure the with- 
drawal of the strike safeguard. Tho 
grievance is that the trade unions ere 
suffering financial hardship owing to the 
failure of trade unionists to ‘ contract 
in ” for the payment of the political levy. 


An Invitation. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, it is rumoured, 
intends to invite Mr. Baldwin and Mr. 
Lloyd George to take part in the dis- 
cussions of the Imperial Conference, but 
it 1s uncertain that either will accept the 
invitation. The point is that neither :s 
prepared to assume responsibility, and in 
this connection there is a well-known 
precedent for any decision that they may 
reach. Mr. Asquith, in 1915, invited Lord 
Lansdowne and Mr. Bonar Law to a con- 
ference in Downing street in order that he 
might secure their approval of the Govern- 
ment’s pledge to give Constantinople to 
Russia at the end of the War. The 
Marquis of Lansdowne was disposed 
favourably towards the idea, but Mr. 
Bonar Law gave a blunt refusal in the 
words: “No responsibility without 
power.’’ 


Agricultural Problems. 


The agricultural policy of the Conser- 
vative Party announced by Mr. Baldwin 
in his Whit Monday speech has met with 
a most cordial reception among farmers, 
and there is little doubt regarding its 
popularity among all sections of the agri- 
cultural industry. The policy covers a 
wide field, and though the details have 
to be filled in, possesses the merit that 1t 
is founded upon practicable lines. It wil! 
do much to bring within the Conservative 
fold those agricultural voters who were 
misled at the general election into a belief 
that the Socialists had a cut-and-dried 
solution to tho unemployment problem, 
which would have brought with it the 
betterment of conditions in agriculture 
and in other industries. 


Naval Armaments, 


Several questions about the results of 
the Naval Conference will be addressed to 
members of the Government in the House 
ef Commons next week. Mr. Henderson 
will be asked if he will state what Franco- 
Italian-British negotiations have taken 
place about naval armaments since the end 
of the London Naval Conference, whether 
negotiations are still in progress, whether 
proposals have been made by one or more 
of the parties to these negotiations for the 
suspension of naval shipbuilding during 
them, and, if so, with what result. ‘The 
First Lord of the Admiralty will be asked 
what warships have been laid down by the 
other four signatories of the London 
Naval Treaty since the conclusion of the 
Conference. The First Lord will be asked 
also if he is in a position to make an 
announcement with regard tó the 
additional naval programme for this year, 


The Empire Press Conference,

Holidays by Road. 

A prophecy is made to-day that within 
the next few years the most remote 
villages in the countryside will be linked 
up by road motor-coach services. Already 
such a system has been established widely 
in England and Wales, and before the 
end of the summer it is hoped that Scot- 
land will have been co-ordinated. A new 
kind of holiday now is becoming popular; 
and, as people used to travel round the 
British Isles by steamer and yacht, so 
thev are travelling now round the coast by 
motor-coach. A noticeable feature of the 
latest developments in connection with 
moter coaches is the increasing co-opera- 
tion of the railway companies, and many 
tours have been arranged in which rai! 
and coach play an equal part. The 
coaches steadily are crowing larger, an 
soon they will resemble the restaurant cars 
of a train Some of the latest have a 
little kitchen and serve hot coffee and 
sandwiches during night journeys, while 
on many others afternoon tea is prévided. 


British Industrial Propaganda.

Indeed, only one gentleman appeared to 
feel that life was-not all for the best in 
the best of all possible Dails. He had 
brought a _ seedling vegetable-marrow 
ES in a small pot, and had incautiously 
eft it untended.. When he came back 
for it, it had vanished away like the snows 
of yesteryear. In vain the bereaved owner 
sought it in every hole and cranny of 
Leinster House; its fate remained 
shrouded in mystery, and he would not be 
comforted. 


THE PRESIDENT BETTER. 


At half-past four Mr. Lemass was 
making a not very thrilling speech, when 
a terrific burst of cheering and applause 
caused him to look up in amazement from 
his notes. He was just in time to see 
President Cosgrave slipping into his seat. 
This is the first time the President has 
been seen in the House since the re- 
election of the Cabinet. He appeared to be 
very fit and glad to be back. Thus, for the 
first time this year the leaders of the two 
chief parties faced each other across the 
floor, 

Most of the day was spent discussing 
the Eestimate for Agriculture, a wearisome 
business, but very important, no doubt. 
The “‘mountainy men ”' found difficulty in 
dipping their sheep, and the position of 
the potato growers in Cooley was “ any- 
thing but rosy.” Since the Minister for 
Agriculture described Deputy Sheehy’s 
speech as ‘‘ the most sensible of the 
debate,” it might be well to give a few 
extracts. 


SECRETS OF FARMING. 


Describing himself as “ a close student 
of the Minister for Agruicuture,’’ Mr. 
Sheehy spoke of the party of farmers who 
had been “‘ filled with great joy” when 
he surveyed the wondrous experimental 
farm of the Department. Both boys and 
girls were being taught the inner secrets 
of farming, which would stand them in 
good stead ‘‘ when they arrived at man- 
hood’s estate.” 

Mr. Sheehy spoke in glowing terms of 
farmers in his constituency, where they 
never, never grumble, even if prices go 
down, He invited the whole Fianna Fail 
Party to come on a sort of personally- 
conducted tour of his constituency, ‘‘ If 
the West Cork cows had courage, they 
would come up to Dublin and win prizes 
at the great show.” Mr. Sheehy wound 
up by exhorting the Minister to continue 
to produce “' better and better butter.”’ 


MORE TREES WANTED. 


When this estimate had been passed, 
the House turned its attention to forestry. 
Mr. Daly wanted more trees in Cork, but 
not foreign ones, which might have all 
sorts of nasty diseases, 

“You want more money spent in 
Cork,” said Deputy White, who hails 
from Donegal, where he, too, would like 
more trees. 

“They wouldn't grow there,” inter- 
rupted Deputy Daly, but Mr. White told 
the Minister “to make a neie of: it.’ 
When they got the trees, they would pay 
the Minister compliments, like Mr. Daly. 

Considerable amusement was caused 
when Mr. Sean T, O'Kelly, having pro- 
tested against the short notice given on 
the Housing Bill, announced his willing- 
ness “ to say what I have to say without 
giving the bill any very great study.” He 
obviously meant that he was already 
sufficiently au fait with the problems in- 
volved, but an irreverent House refused 
to see things in that light.

THREE QUESTIONS AT 
GENEVA 


MISS BONDFIELD’S 
STATEMENT,

GENEVA, Wednesday. 

The International Labour Conference 
to-day held two brief sittings. The com- 
position of the various committees was 
approved, and it was decided to refer to 
committees three questions on the agenda 
—namely, forced labour, the hours of work 
of salaried employés, and the hours of 
work in coal mines. The committees will 
examine the questions and report on them 
to the Conference. 

As regards hours of work for salaried 
emplovés, Miss Bondfield said that the 
British Government was not yet in 
possession of full information on the sub- 
ject. It had appointed a Select Committee 
of the House of Commons to report on the 
subject, and, pending its receipt, the 
Government would have to withhold its 
decision. She added that the British 
Government viewed the question with 
sympathy, and was desirous of aiding the 
work of the present Conference. 

Miss Bondfield went on to say that the 
British Government proposed to send 
observers to attend the meetings of the 
Select Committee of the House of 
Commons to follow the proceedings. She 
pointed. cut that recommendations on the 
lines proposed by the British Government 
were now on the agenda in so far as 
employés in hotels, restaurants, theatres 
and other places of amusement were con- 
cerned. The British proposal would 
merely extend the inquiries to cover other 
classes in degree rather than in kind. She 
thought it only fair to make that state- 
ment frankly and to assure the Conference 
that it was dictated by no wish tb 
obstruct, but really with the wish, so far 
as her country was concerned, of 
accelerating, and not retarding progress. 
She remarked that she would not be in 
Geneva to make any statement on the 
question when it came up for discussion. 

Mr. H. H Elvin, British Workers’ 
delegate, and adviser to the General 
Secretary of the National Union of 
Clerks and Administrative Workers, ex- 
pressed surprise at Miss Bondfield’s state- 
rent, and contended that the British 
Government was in possession of full 
intormation. It had no excuse whatever 


for not supporting a conventjon on the 
lines proposed. 


RUMANIAN AFFAIRS. 


NO NEW MINISTRY 
IN SIGHT. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
BUKHAREST, Wednesday. 

Tt was announced to-day that the 
parliamentary session would be prolonged 
until June 30th. 

The King received the ex-Prime 
Minister, Dr. Maniu, at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon, and the audience lasted for an 
hour and a half. King Carol informed Dr. 
Maniu of his decision to entrust him with 
the formation of a new Cabinet. Dr. 
Maniu thanked the King for the confidence 
which he thus showed to him, but respect- 
fully requested that he should not be 
charged with such a mission. He proposed 
that the formation of a new Government, 
which would be composed in part of 
elements other than the National 
Peasants’ Party should be entrusted to one 
of the Vice-Presidents of the National 
Peasants’ Party, or to General Prezan. 

Dr. Maniu assured the King that he, 
himself, and the party which he 
represented, would give every support to 
the man who might be entrusted with the 
formation of the Ministry. The King, it 
is understood, is considering the matter. 

King Carol is stated to have intervened 
with the Government to prevent the takin 
of proceedings against certain leaders of 
the Liberal Party for having made 
speeches directed against His Majesty at 
the Liberal Party’s Club. This is re- 
garded as an indication of His Majesty’s 
desire for peace and reconciliation. 

Princess Helen, who was to have left 
to-day for Germany, has postponed her 
trip, and this morning she had a lone 
conversation with Prince Nicholas, the 
King’s brother, and his sister, the ex- 
Queen of Greece. In well-informed circles 
it is believed that the Princess is agreed 
that the situation, so far as she and King 
Caro] are concerned; should be settled 
privately within the family. 


CABINET-MAKING DIFFICULTIES.

LETTER OF PROTEST TO 
THE GOVERNOR. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
| MALTA, Wednesday. 

The Archbishop has send a letter to the 
Governor-General, Sir John du Cane, in 
which he protests strongly against the 
action of the police on Sunday last, when 
a large Rona x of Government supporters 
gathered outside the Cathedral, and made 
a hostile demonstration against the Arch- 
bishop. Mounted constables had to 
charge several times to clear the. street, 
and several persons were injured. 

In his letter, the Archbishop says :— 

“During my Pontifical Mass a dis- 
orderly crowd was allowed to gather in 
front of St. John’s Church, and to 
demonstrate in such a way as to disturb 
the service and almost to create a panic 
among the large congregation. 

‘" My reports show that the police inter- 
vened only after having given. the 
demonstrators a chance of causing a dis- 
turbance which could have been avoided 
by timely action. 

“ Tam not satisfied that the police acted 
fairly upon this occasion, and I would 
welcome an assurance. from Your 
Excellency that their action in future will 
be such as to inspire full confidence, 
regardless of the interests of the persons 
on whom the police depend, and whom it 
may suit to stage an artificial situation in 
the country.” 


COMPLAINT AGAINST LORD

In another letter to the Governor-

The flames from the burning vessel 
actually enveloped the Fairfax, causing 
severe burns to many of the passengers 
and members of the crew. 

Seven passengers and eleven seamen of 
the Fairfax are reported to be missing. 

Mr. Iveska saw several passengers, in- 
cluding three women, and one of the 
officers with clothing afire, jump into the 
sea to escape the flames, but as burning 
oil from the tanker spread over the surface 
of the water they met an awful death. 
The screams of the perishing victims were 
awful to hear. 

“A BURNING PYRE.” 

Chief Petty Officer E. G. Cullen, 
another passenger, said he saw eleven sea- 
men and seven passengers, four of them 
women, receive a shower of flaming. oil. 
All eighteen jumped into the water, but 
the burning oil from the tank ship which 
covered the water brought their suffering 
to a speedy termination. 

Mr. Cullen added that rescue work was 
impossible, as the tanker itself was a 
burning pyre. 

The screams of the women and sailors 
in the water mingled with those of the 
crew on the tanker, but the crew of the 
Fairfax could only seek their own safety. 

Judging from her size the tanker must 
have carried a crew of about forty men. 


BURST OF FLAME. 

Storigs of the accident, told by 
passengers and crew, give a vivid picture 
of the scene that followed the collision. 

The Fairfax, they said, had been 
poking along at half-speed owing to the 
fog when almost without warning a tank 
vessel loomed up ahead, and the Fairiax’s 
bow ploughed into the stranger's port 
side. 

An explosion took place, followed by a 
sudden burst of flame, and blazing oil 
flowed out on to the surface of the water, 
surrounding both ships, showering the 
sides of the Fairfax and splashing large 
quantities on deck. 

The clothing of those who were on deck 
at the time caught fire. The explosion 
tore the. tanker to pieces, and she went 
down in twenty minutes. 

Another passenger, Mr. A. E. Abbott, 
said :—‘‘ The women, with a terrible death 
staring them in the face, assembled gasp- 
ing in the stern, refusing to be panic- 
stricken, although the flames at times 
seemed to envelop the vessel.”’

SIXTEEN PRIZES WON AT 
BRUSSELS. 


The following six countries were repre 
sented in the military jumping at the show 
which was held in Brussels recently :—Bel.- 
gium (60 horses, 35 officers), Chile (6 horses, 
2 officers), France (24 horses, 8 officers), 
Italy (14 horses, 6 officers), Syvitzerland (8 
horses, 4 officers), Irish Free State (10 horses, 
5 officers). 

The Irish Free State team won sixteen 
prizes, and were third in the principal 
event—The Nations’ Cup. The total prize 
money won by the team amounted to seven 
thousand five hundred francs (about £200). 

In the Habits Rouges competition, Lieu- 
tenant Leonord on Roisin Duth completed 
a faultless round. Lieutenant Clavé, the 
famous French horseman, also completed the 
course without a fault, and was* awarded 
the trophy on time, The difference 
between the two officers was less than a 
second. In the Prix des Quadriges for team 
of four officers and four horses, the Irish 
Free State team had a total of only six faults. 

OLYMPIA NEXT. 

During their visit the team laid a wreath 
on the tomb of Belgium’s Unknown Warrior. 
They visited the Irish Art Exhibition and 
were present at the international football 
match between Belgium and the Irish Free 
State. 

The team will leave Dublin on the 16th inst.

AEROPLANE IN

OFFICER DRAGGED OUT 


AFTER CRASH. 


A young R.A.F. officer, Pilot-Officer 
Thomas King, was seriously injured yes- 
terday when his machine crashed at Sea- 
land Aerodrome, Chester, and burst into 
flames. He was on a practice flight over 
the aerodrome when the engine failed and 
the machine fell into a spin. He was up 
only about four hundred feet, but he 
succeeded in correcting the spin. The 
machine, however, dived, nose first, into 
a field in front of the aerodrome, the tail 
catching some telegraph wires. The 
engine was buried in the ground, and the 
next second the petro] tank burst into 
flames. The officer was trapped in the 
machine, and was in danger of being 
burnt to death. : 

The crash had been seen from the road 
by an ex-Service man named Rowlands. 
He rushed to the scene, took off his coat, 
and, in spite of the flames, fought his way 
to the cockpit and dragged the officer out. 

Meanwhile two other men fought the 
flames with fire extinguishers. The officer 
was taken to hospital in a critical condi- 
tion. 

Pilot Officer King, whose home is stated 
to be in County Dublin, was taken to 
Chester Royal Infirmary, with lacerated 
face, head and hands. He was unconscious 
at the time, but recovered later. He was 
stated to-night. to be improving.

THE ARMY IN INDIA. 


A DIFFICULT QUESTION. 
——_— . ¢—_——-— k 

_ The Times of to-day in a further lead- 
ing article on the Indian report 
observes:—Unless India can be kept 
secure, secure both from foreign invasion 
and from internal disturbance, there will 
be an end of any prospevt of nation build- 
ing at all. No question, says the report, 
is at one more difficult and more crucial 
than the future organisation, recruitment, 
and ce-»t~-ol of the Army in India. For 
one reason or another, partly, no doubt, 
because the Montagu-Chelmsford ref a 
scheme was drafted at the very crisis of 
the war, the hard facts of Indian defe1.ce 
were never f.ced at that time in the light 
of the progressive realisation of self- 
government, and it is not the least of the 
services rendered by Sir John Simon and 
his colleagues that they should have r-t 
them so plainly before the public. These 
facts, partly geographical and partly 
racial, are peculiar to India. There is 
neither precedent nor parallel in the 
growth of a,.y Dominion of the Fmpire. 
No serious risk of foreign invasion 
threatened Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, or South Africa when “hey 
arrived by successive stages at full self- 
government, and were able to dispense 
with the support of British troops. 

For expz .sion in case of emergency 
the; were able, from the outset, to form 
the nucleus of a citizen army drawn easily 
from a homogeneous population, and im- 
posing no great strain upon their re- 
sources. Their problem of defence, ‘there- 
fore, was relatively simple. But India 
is the natural victim of the invader. 
From time immemorial the teeming 
millions of the plains have been harried 
by victorious hosts emerging through 
the mountain barriers of the north. 
The security of India from invasion came 
first, as a matter of history, with the 
establishment of British rule, and it has 
been maintained to this day by incessant 
vigilance and not a little hard fighting. 
A force of 60,000 British troops and of 
150,000 Indian troops, led mainly by 
British officers, plays the part not only of 
a garrison, but also of a field army con- 
stantly ready to repel attack. 


EXTERNAL DEFENCE. 


It is of no little interest that in their 
chapter on the Army the Statutory Com- 
mission have, for the first and only time 
in the present volume, gone beyond a 
statement of the problem to offer certain 
definite ideas for its solution, proceeds 
The Times... There is no question at all 
in the minds of the Commissioners that 
Indianisation, by whatever method, must 
go forward at whatever pace may be 
justified by the efficiency of its results. 
A completely self-governing India must 
have the armed forces which its normal 
tasks demand. But they clearly and 
rightly hold that external defence is a 
matter of something more than Indian 
concern; it affects the integrity of the 
whole Empire and is bound up. with 
general Imperial policy, and, therefore, 
they suggest for consideration the possi- 
bility of devising some plan for sharing 
the burden. There is certainly no point 
on which their own promised recommenda- 
tions in the second volume will be awaited 
with deeper interest, for it overshadows 
the rest. 


THE SIMON REPORT. 
Fabcwon Ag c-ia 
FUBTHEB VIEWS, 


The Special Correspondent of The Times 
at Simla says in the course of a despatch 
yesterday: — For the moment the real 
leaders of opinion are biding their time, 
conscious, no doubt, that it is of little 
practical good discussing the first part of 
the Report when the second is only another 
fortnight away. It is possible, however, 
to set down a few facts which even now 
are apparent. The first is that, from 
British and Indian quarters alike, t)>re 
is widespread admiration of the masterly 
way in which the volume sets out the 
situation. That is not to say that every- 
body agrees with it, but the manner in 
which an enormous subject has been 
condensed, the fair and impartial review 
of the facts, and, it may be added, the 
restrainec and dignified language—al! 
have been praised. Incidentally many 
officials and others who at first doubted 
the wisdom of bringing out the Report in 
two sections now admit the sound common- 
sense of the procedure. 

Those who expected that it would 
be an easy task to forecast the recom- 
mendations from the review are frankly 
baffled. If anything, Indian opinion, 
so far as it has already been expressed, 
is rather disappointed, and finds cold 
comfort in the Commission’s clear 
realisation of the difficulties in the way of 
the best-intentioned reformers. There is 
one community that is greatly relieved by 
the Commission’s appreciation of the 
situation, and that is the Moslems, espe 
cially in the Punjab. They are well 
pleased at the re-affirmation of their 
rights, as expressed in the Report. .The 
movement in the Punjab for organising 
the community on lines apart from the 
demoralising influences of the Congress 
will almost certainly receive fresh 
impetus. 

Army officers in high places are equally 
pleased with the mastery of facts shown 
by the members of the Commission in 
dealing with the problem of defence They 
point to the events on the North-West 
Frontier during the last few weeks as 
fresh evidence that this is no time for try- 
ing vague experiments. 

All these views, however, are but 
random impressions gathered within a few 
hours of the volumes being made public. 
In a day or two it will be easier to judge 
how far the Indian peoples agree with the 
Commission’s picture of their position.

From Oug Reporter. 
CORK, Wednesday- 

The twenty-sixth annual Congress of the 
Irish Technical Education Association was 
opened in the Crawford Municipal Tech- 
nical Institute, Cork, this morning. There 
was a large gathering of delegates from 
all parts of Ireland, to whom a hearty 
welcome was extended by representatives 
of local bodies. 

Mr. W Ellis,. Chairman of the Cork 
Technical Instruction Committee, said 
that the Lord Mayor and members of the 
Committee sent special greetings and best 
wishes for the success of the Congress. 

Professor Merriman, President, Univer- 
sity College, Cork, said that was a very 
important Congress in view of pending 
legislation. However wise and farseeing 
a Minister might be, and however capable 
his advisers, all proposed legislation re- 
quired to be very carefully examined ; 
and he was sure that the Congress would 
devote some time to the consideration of 
the bill, and that something fruitful 
would come from their deliberations. 


SPIRIT OF UNITY. 
The Right Rev. Dr. Dowse, Bishop of 
Cork, said that he did not think they 


could be engaged in a more important. 


work than furthering technical instruc- 
tion throughout the country. . This was-a 
scientific age, and unless something was 
done to apply scientific processes to 
modern requirements, they could hardly 
expect that advancement of their country 
they so sincerely wished. That Congress 
united the whole of Ireland, North and 
South, and he thought he could express 
the feelings of everyone when he said that 
that was the sort of spirit they wanted to 
foster and cultivate in this land that they 
all loved so well. (Applause.) 

The Right Pv. Monsignor Sexton, 
D.D., P.P., Dean of Cork; Mr. J. Hurley, 
Chairman of the Cork Workers’ Council, 
and Mr. M. Dorgan, President of the Cork 
Chamber of Commerce, joined in the wel- 
come to the delegates. 

Mr. B. P. Bowen, President of the 
Trish Technical Education Association, on 
behalf of the delegates, expressed their 
appreciation of the welcome extended to 
them. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


In the course of his: address to the 
Congress, Mr. Bowen said that technical 
education had made a steady advance 
since the first Congress of the Association 
was held in Cork in 1902. The Vocational 
Education Bill was in many respects a 
revolutionary measure. The general 
purpose of the bill had the approval of 
the Standing Council of the Association 
and of the majority of the members, 
although there were some points they 
would like to see amended. The two main 
difficulties which would beset the com- 
mittees at the start would be a lack of a 
sufficient supply of teachers and of suit- 
able accommodation, especially in rural 
areas, It would be a matter for the 
attention of the Department of Education 
tc provide all necessary facilities for the 
training of teachers, Immediate action 
was essential in this matter as soon as the 
bill was passed if the committees were 
to be put in a position to get down to 
their work without any unnecessary delay. 

The need for as many teachers as 
possible was so obvious that it was greatly 
to be deplored that the Minister for 
Education had insisted on applying 
Section 71 of the Local Government Act, 
1925, to teachers and other officers of 
technical committees, thereby depriving 
committees of the services of many 
valuable teachers who, from conscientious 
reasons, refused to subscribe to what 
amounted to a political test. The loss of 
such teachers at the present time was 
much to be regretted, “ as,” said Mr. 
Bowen, ‘‘ whether we agree with their 
attitude or not we must admit that they 
show strength of character and that they 
possess the moral courage of their con- 
victions.’’ 

PART-TIME TEACHERS OF IRISH. 

The position of part-time teachers of 
Trish under the bill, continued Mr. Bowen, 
was not very clearly provided for. It 
would be well if the Department of Educa- 
tion gave facilities for the training of those 
teachers in other subjects on the curri- 
culum of continuation schools, particularly 
as owing to the abolition of the special 
rate for Irish under the bill, their reten-

PROGRESS OF CORK.

ECONOMIC, EDUCATIONAL 


AND SOCIAL LIFE, 
Mr. D. J. Coakley, M.A., Principal of Cork 


Municipal School of Commerce, read a paper 
on “ Economic, Educational and Social Life 
of Cork,” in which he dealt with three periods 
in the history of Cork, commencing with 
ancient and medieval Cork up to about 1600; 
renaissance Cork up to 1800, and the more 
modern city. The period up to 1600; he said, 
might be described as one of continuous 
unrest, with periods of relative quiet, when 
commerce and industry made some progress. 
During the renaissance period, important de- 
velopments in all directions took place, nogt- 
withstanding a continuance of the unrest in 
the early years, the commercial restrictions 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, 
and other disturbing factors. After the siege 
of 1690, Cork entered on a period of com- 
parative quiet, and active reconstruction com: 
menced, i 
STREET LIGHTING INTRODUCED. 

The public lighting of the streets was in: 
troduced in 17. In the seventeenth century 
the cattle trade of Cork was, in the words of 
Miss Murray, ‘‘ three-quarters of the trade of 
the whole country.’ When the Cattle Acts 
of 16635 and 1666 seriously damaged this in- 
dustry an important provision trade was de- 
veloped in its place, and Cork became one of 
the principal ports for the export of butter 
to France, Holland, Spain, Portugal and the 
English Colonies. The annual exports of pro- 
visions from Cork in the year about 1750 was 
£570,000, which gave employment to about 
700 coopers in the manufacture of barrels. 
The Cork butter market was opened in 1770, 
and became the leading butter market of the 
world. 

Having touched upon the development of 
textile industries, the shipping industry, the 
brewing and distilling trades and the grain 
trade, Mr. Coakley said that the outstanding 
features of Cork in the nineteenth centurv 
were a marked development in education and 
the dredging, widening: and deepening of' the 
river, at considerable: expense, for five miles 
from Passage West to Cork. 

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES. 

In the early part of the nineteenth century. 
associations formed by citizens of broad views 
and high ideals realised in a notable degree 
the practical aiins of education, and anticip* 
ated with remarkable insigh: its most modern 
conceptions.» In 1900 Cork adopted the newly- 
formed technical instruction scheme. in con- 
nection with. which the present Schoois of Art.

furniture, chemicals, including fertilisers ; 
printing, stationery, soap, yeast, hosiery, 
down quilts, margarine, etc. The Cork 
Farmers’ Union Abattoir Co.. Ltd., formed a 
few years ago, and «wned and controlled by 
farmers without State assistance of any kind, 
had a yearly turnover in dead meat exceed- 
ing £100,000, besides its large export trade 
in live stock and its own insurance fund. 
The importance of this company lay in the 
intelligent outlook of the Cork farmer, which 
it typified. 

CORK HARBOUR’S POSITION. 

They had Cork Harbour occupying a unique 
Em Íor trade with America. Great 

ritain and the Continent, in which, owing 
to important improvements, vessels of over 
22 feet-draft could be discharged afloat in 
the centre of the city at low tide. It was 
in their harbour at Passage that the first 
steamboat ever built in Ireland was launched 
in 1815. “It was from here,” said the 
Speaker, “‘that the first steamboat, the 
Sirius, sailed from: Europe to America in 
1858, and signs are not wanting that it will 
be here that the first air base for trans- 
oceanic traffic ill be established.’’ 

On the basis of the liner and general 
tonnage EEA 8, and leaving Free State 
ports, Cork easily came first. In 1929, out 
of a total of about 19 million net shipping 
tons arriving at or departing from their ports, 
Cork’s share was nine million tons. As 
might be expected, the imports and the ex- 
ports were large and important. Among the 
principal exports might be mentioned tractors 
and tractor parts, about £5,000,000 per 
annum (based on the period January-March 
of the present year); live stock, £2,250,000; 
butter, £1,750,000; bacon, £700,000. The 
chief imports were—Maize, £1,000,000; wheat 
and fiour, £750,000 ; coal, £500,000.

s the Minister for Education put it, a 
“wrong development,’’ the money should not 
be forthcoming. to supply-deficiencies in equip- 
ment where such existed. 

In order to detetmine exactly the total 
amount of portable equipment required, one 
drew up a scheme. of experimental work and 
applied the well-known rule, which had the 
benison of the Department of Education and 
of every educational authority in the world, 
that not more than two students should con- 
stitute a working unit in the laboratory. He 
thought every teather would agree that for 
elementary classes the rule stated postulated 
the absolute minimum equipment. 

As a minimum or nucleus equipment, he 
suggested the following arrangement of four 
machines, with a possible fifth machine. The 
equipment would consist of:—(a) Three-phase 
induction motor {7 h.p., say) of the squirrel 
cage or $lip ring type;and direct coupled 
to (b). a> five: k.w..100 volt c.c. compound 
interpole generator; (c) a three h.p. c.c. 
shunt motor, direct, coupled to (d) a two 
kva. three-phase alternator. 

The machine equipment might further be 
amplified and mada.more -representative by 
the addition. of small h.p. A.C. and DC. 
motors of various tvpes. - 

POINT OF INTEREST. 

The real point of interest lay in whether 
it was essential to eguip -certain schools for 
electro-technology classes, and, if so, to what 
degree. Their system of technical education 
had done little or nothing so far in the pro- 
vision of facilities ‘for, providing for the 
ambitiogs and tclever “tradesman or other 
worker—alveady «technically trained in the 
primary sense—a higher training which would 
enable him to achieve better place or reward 
in trade or commeree, or even, should he 
desire, assisting him to rank in the industrial 
professions, ,.Were it not for the existence 
of organisations such as..the. Institution of 
Electrical Enginéers, ór an @xamining body 
like the University of London,.the brilliant 
students of the technical schools of the Free 
State would be utterly unable to ‘obtain anv 
technological certificate of merit recognised 
in. the industrial world. This was not as it 
should be. ‘There was room “for the technical 
college in the Irish Free State. Such a 
college, or colleges, would be affiliated in 
some measure with the universities; as was 
done in most other countries.=:This matter 
Was pertinent to the subject of the paper.. 
inasmuch as the equipment,—eleatrical and 
otherwise,~would be "held “in pool by the two 
bodies——university and affiliated technical 
college. The scope of that equipment it was 
unnecessatv to touch upon. 

Mr. H. B. Collins, Kingstown, proposed a 
resolution, which was seconded by Mr. T. A. 
W. Hill, M.A., B.Se., asking the Department 
of Education to allot special grants for the 
purpose. of installing- electric. equipment in 
technical schools" for riistrrictional purposes. 

DUTY OF THE STATE. 

Dr. T. A. McPRaughlin, managing director 
of the Electricity Suppl¥ Board, spoke on the 
Subject of the paper and of the resolution. 
He urged that it was the duty of technical 
schools to teach the people’ in the towns and 
Villages to utilise -sifiple machinery in the 
home or in the workshop,. It was, he said, 
a fundamental duty oft @ State to assist in 
that work by the electrical equipment of the 
technical schools. Hé was present at the 
Cougress to assect gil proper equipment 
of the schools ‘with elagteical appliances was 


‘a -fnindamental netessitv. And it was that fee!l- 


ing which had urged hig‘ Board to go to the 
expense and trouble of{praviding an exhjbi- 


cal Schools during the period. of the Congress. 
In that exhibition they~endezrvoured “ta” shaw 
that the electrieal’- a 
technical schools should. be equipped, and 
the use of which, if taught tothe inhabitants 
of the towns and. villages, would add con 
siderably “to their “material comfort and 
progress. SRT Cee

STONE AND MARBLE .TRADE. 

Referring to the, decline in the. stone: and 
marble cutting . and. dressing trade, . Dr. 
McLainghlin said that he. understood it was 
almost extinct owing to the high cost. of pro- 
duction and inability to compete with the 
imported article. The electric hammer and 
the electric diamond saw on view at thie 
exhibition could put the s 1! craftsman on 
an equal footing with the highly-equipped 
foreign factory .or quarry. The time spent 
in trimming stone: with an electric ‘hammer 
was reduced to one-twentieth of that using 
hand power. 

The technical schools could put the towns 
and villages in a position tg compete suc- 
cessfully with other places by teaching the 
students the use of electrical appliances and 
tools. 

PRODUCTS OF THE SCHOOLS. 

Mr. P. Crowley, Cork Chamber of Com- 
merce, impressed on the teachers that their 
work would not be a complete success unless 
the products of the schools found work in 
the country. Only a very small percentage of 
the graduates of their University took up 
the subject of the main industry of. the 
country—agriculture, The percentage that 
took up that subject was only about 15, while 
85 per cent. took arts and the professions. 
It would take only 15 per cent. to make up 
the waste in the medical profession in the 
Free State. Where were they g®ing to find 
a market for the balance? He’ thought ‘that 
the solution was the establishment of in- 
dustries for the purpose ‘of absorbing the 
products. of their schools. So far they had 
no new industry as a result of the Shannon 
scheme, and he thought that the delegates 
to that Conference should use their influence 
in their respective districts to have industries 
established. : 

Mr. Cecil! Webh (Lisbiirn), Mr. MeMillan 
(Dublin), Mr. Ellis (Cork) and Mr, J. ©. 
Foley (Cotk) also contributed*to the discus- 
sion. 

Referring to Dr. MéLaughlin’s observations 
on the subject .of stone-working, Mr. Ellis 
said that he.would. not like the statement to 
g> unchallenged that the stone-working in- 
dustry was almost dead and wag now con- 
fined to tombstone-making. The &tone-work- 
ing industry in Cork had for many years 
Leen using the latest appliarces. In his own 
experience he found ‘gas cheaper than ‘elec- 
tricity, and ‘oil cheaper than eíther for work- 
ing machinery. Electric current would” have 
to be much cheaper than it had béen in Cork 
in the past if it was to be used in ‘industry.

What did the people who shouted “ Up de 
Valera '” mean kb a republic? They meant a 
return to the conditions of 1922 and 1923, 
when farmers returning from the fair were 
not safe going home with their money, when 
shopkeepers were robbed and banks looted, 
when the work-shy with the gun “was able 
to take what he wanted from the ple who 
worked. . The, Government. established law. 
and order, and laid the. foundations of peace. 
security and prosperity. That was a record. 
they were entitled to claim credit for, and it 
was for the electors now to strengthen their 
hands by voting for Dr. Delany on Friday. 

The candidate of Fianna Fail had been 
chosen to deceive and mislead peaceful men, 
in order that Government supporters might 
say: “ This is a man of peace; we can vote 
for him in safety.” . 

WEAKENING FIANNA FAIL. 

A great many people wanted to weaken 
Fianna Fail, and thought that the way to 
do it was to put. a weak man in their ranks. 
The right way to weaken Fianna Fail, said 
Mr. Hogan, is to strengthen President Cos- 
grave, and the right way to strengthen 
President Cosgrave is to return Dr. Delany. 

‘There can be no teal devélopment in this 
country until polities became rormal; until 
you can put out one Government and, with 
the same safety, put in. another. This .Gos 
vernment cannot last for ever. We do not 
want to Jast an hour after the time the 
foundations of the State are safe.

Dealing with the question: of land annuities, 

[r. Hogan said that farmers who did not 
pay durmg the strife, and allowed three or 
four years’ arrears to accumulategwhen they 
might easily have naid the instalments,. were 
obliged to pay every nenny afterwards, and 
the same thing would occur if the present 
campaign succeeded even temporarily. One 
hundred and tweniy millions had been ad- 
vanced to buy out land, and half of it had 
been paid, but for the cost of destruction 
of the civil war they could have reduced by 
half the amount of the annuities. The

ATHLONE, Wednesday Night. 

The meeting that. assembled at Castle 
square, Athlone, to listen to the Govern- 
ment Party speakers to-night was an immense 
one. . The square was. packed with ia most 
orderly and‘ attentive throng. The Very Rev, 
Canon Crowe presided. 

Mr. Shaw, T.D., thanked the people for 
the unswerving support they always had 
given him, and he hoped. they would give 
that and much more to Dr. Delany. He 
(Mr. Shaw) went into the Dail to help the 
Government to prevent this. country from 
being turned into a shambles. When build-

Speaking at Moate, Mr. de Valera said that 
the Government told the people that England 
was Ireland's best customer. There was, 
however, another side to that question. The 
British, he said, found that Ireland was a 
better customer of England’s than any other 
country in the world. ; 

Continuing, Mr. de Valera said that the 
policy of the Fianna Fail Party was a national 
and constructive one, which aimed at de- 
veloping the natural and industral resources 
of the country, and providing a market at 
home for the farmers’ produce. Under that 
policy it would no longer be necessary for 
the farmer to send produce to England and 
be compelied to accept whatever price the 
English people wanted to pay. 

PAYMENT OF DEBTS. " 

Alluding to talk about the debts taken 
over by tha Free State Government, Mr. de 
Valera said that these were unjustly placed 
on Ireland. The Government had offered to 
pay pensions to R.I.C. men and to pay for 
the destruction done by the ‘‘ Black and 
Tans” in Ireland, when the British Govern- 
ment itself had offered to pay those debts 
and take the burden off the Irish people. 
That was one of the things that most people 
could not understand concerning the policy 
of the Free State Government, and the 
Government itself had never revealed the 
real reason for taking over the debts. 


HOME ‘INDUSTRIES. 

The ‘Free State Party, he added, had 
not worked on a true economic policy. They 
had “followed. the British policy in virtually 
everything, and little or nothing had been 
done to promote the home industries. 

“There was no reason.” said Mr. de 
Valera, ‘why Ireland should have to im- 
port foreign wheat, barley and other cereals, 
when the land of the country was. well 
suited’ tu row these products.”’

PROSPECTS. 


AIRMEN HOPE TO SET OUT 
TO-MORROW. 


—-—-$~-- — 


The Southern Cross will not start to-day 
on the attempted flight to New York. 

Weather conditions still remain un- 
favourable. For the last two days, how- 
ever, a distinct improvement in general 
Atlantic conditions has been reported. If 
this improvement continues, this evening’s 
weather report is expected to be favour- 
able, and a start may be made to-morrow 
morning. 

At present everything points to this 
probability. 

In case of a favourable weather report 
this evening, the Southern Cross will be 
flown to her starting point at the Curragh 
sometime about 6 p.m. Once there the 
loading of her petrol will be concluded. 


THE STARTING POINT. 

For those who intend to be present at 
the start of the flight, the location of the 
starting point and the runway may be 
indicated. It is about a mile and a half 
beyond the Curragh Camp, and about half 
a mile on the left, off the main road 
through the Curragh, going from Dublin. 

It would be a wise precaution if people 
with cars would park them on the grass 
off the main road, and go avoid danger 
and obstruction to traffic. ‘Those who wish 
can drive their cars over_the plain to 
within a couple of hundred yards of the 
starting point, but the ground is very 
bumpy, and broken springs might result. 

Yesterday the four airmen spent the day 
playing golf and touring in motor cars. 

In the course of a visit of inspection to 
the Curragh Camp on Tuesday, the 
Governor-General visited the runway 
from which the Southern Cross will take

A veteran plater in Holikoki, who was a 
smashér in his class in his dav and whs 
bought in for something like £1,500 after he 
had won a selling plate at Goodwood, re- 
appeared in winning form after a long 
absence. Pope trains him now instead of 
Jack Leader, and he exploited him to some 
purpose in the Wednesday Selling Handicap, 
which he won in a canter by three lengths 
and a head from Hit the Deck and the 
favourite Silver Castor. 

BALLYMURPHY WINS. 

The King Coal Plate was a very poor 
race compared with other years, and. after 
odds had been laid on the King’s horse, 
Patrick, be eased to evens.
